This world doth fignify that the couetous make fo much 
of money, that they cucn worſhip ir in their harts, & would 
doc as much for it,as the Idolaters doe for their Idols.” Pawl 
freeing ſuch ſins commirted, and fuch paines taken for gain, 
thought with himſelf, if rhey could be perſwaded, that Ged- 
lines « gaine,itis like thatthey would rake as much pains for 
Godlinefſe, as they take for Caine. Therefore hee taketh 
vpon him<o prooue this ſtravge Paradox, that godiineſſe

is gaine againſt al them inthe verſe before, which hold,thac 
gaine is godlines. Theſe two opinions are very contrarie, 
and heere are many againſt one. A man would thinke that 
Pax/(hould be very cloquent and ſharpe witted, and that i.Rg.a2.y 
he had neede te yſc ſome Logick, for he hath choſen a hard | 
text. What Pa#l,will you prouc that Godlines is gaive? You 
ſhal haue moe opponents againſt you than Mechbaiab had 
when he forbad Acbabto fight.

Therefore, onely godlines hath this honour; to bee 
called great riches;ſuch gainefuch ioy;ſuchpeace is in god- 
lines,and yerno man couers it:: for thisis the quality of ver- 
rue,it ſeemeth nothing ymto a man vnrilt he hath it, as Selo- 
mon faith of the buier,while he is in buying, hee diſprayſerh

worth the'price which ye aske, bur when he hach boughrir, 
ſo ſoone as hice is gone,hee boafteth of his penny-worths, 
and faith it is betrer rhewhis'money;/$0 godlines, before a 
man hath ir, he ſaith, ir is not worth kis labour, and thinkes 
euery houre too much tharhe tpendeth about it; but when 
hee hath found it, hee would nor looſe ir againe for all the 
world, becauſe he is now come to that, which followeth,ts 
be contented with that be hath. Here Pax ſheweth with what 
a man ſhould be-contented, not with 1009, pounds nor 
100.pounds, nor 26. pounds, but with that hee hath : and 
there is great reaſon why he ſhould fo: becauſc no man 
knoweth what is fit for him, ſo well as hts caruer.And there- 
fore euery one fnould eficeme ſo reucrently of God, that he 
thinke nothing better for him (for the time preſent) than 
that which God meaſureth forth-ynec him. For when Chyiit 
had no money, he was contented;and when he wanted mo- 
ny to pay tribute, he ſent for no more-than he needed: hee 
might haue commaunded 20.-pounds as well as 20.pciice:

When Chriſt was about a good worke, 'and many 
were gathered together ro heare = the diucll thought 
with himſelfe as the Priefts and Saduces did in the fourth of 
the Atts; If Tlethim alone thus, all the world will follow 
him, and I ſhall be like Rachel, without children :' rherefore 
deuifing the likeſt policie to fruſtrate and diſgrace but'6ne

{ſo heeferideth Chriſts' Mothe, and putreth in the minde 
_ of: hisinſemen, to ceme ynto him at that inſtant, when he 
ws i this hely exerciſe, and call ypor him while hee was 
preaching, to come away, any, goewith them, Chrift ſee- 
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ing the Serpents dealmg, how hee made his Mother his 
Tempter, that all his Auditory might goe away empty, and 
ſay where they came; Wee heard the name which is called 
Ieſus,and hee began to'preach vnto vs, with ſuch wordes, 
as though hee would carry vs to heaven: bur in the midſt 
of his Sermon, came his wother,aud brethren to him, that it 
might be knowne what a kinſeman they had : and ſo ſovope 
as hee heard that they were come, ſuddainly hee brake of 
his Sermon, and lipt away from vs, to goc and make mer- 
ry with them.

Therefore 
when they ſay, thy mother and brethren are come to ſpeake 
with thee,hee pointeth to his hearers, and ſayth, Theſe are 
my mother and brethren,which beare the word of God and dout: © 
asifhee ſhould ſay, I haue a mother indeed which broughy 
me forth, bur in reſpe& of them which heltre the word of God, 
and do it ſhe is like a Stepmather,and theſg arc like a natuzal

With this wiſe anſwere, hee quieted the Auditors, and 
made them heare him better than they did before. For now

_ Chriſtian gouernment in the Church:no maruell, though he 


make ſo many non-reſidents : no maruell though he ordain 
ſo many dumbe Pricfts: for theſe make him the God of 
this world. The diuell is afraid that one Sermon will con- 
uert vs,and wee are not moued with tyenty: ſo the diucll 
thinkerh better of vs than we are. 

Againe,by this youmay learne how to withſtand temp- 
tations : whether itbee thy Father which tempteth, or thy 
mother which rempteth,or thy brother which tempreth, or 
thy fiſter which temprerh, or thy kinſman which tempreth, 
or Ruler which tempteth , or Maifter which tempreth, or 
wife which tempteth. As Chriſt would not know his worher 
againſt his Father: ſothou ſhouldeſt not know any father,or 
mother,or brother,or ſilter,or friende, or kinſman, or mai- 
ſer,or child,or wife againſt God. 

Itzhe Mothers ſuite may be refuſed ſometime, a Noble. 
mans Letter may bee refuſed too: hee that can turne his 
hinderanceto a furtherance as our Sauiour did here, maketh 
vſe of cuery thing. Apeaine, by this you may learne, how 
to chuſe your friendes , as Chrift counted none his kinſe- 
men , but ſuch as heare the word of G O D, and dee it: fo 
wee ſhould make none our familiars, but ſuch as Chriſt 
counteth his kinſemen.

Againe, by this you ſee 
how Chrift is to be loued : for when hee calleth vs his Me- 
ther,hee ſhewes vs the way to loue him as a Mother; for in- 
deede he is the mother ofhis mother, and his brethren too. 
Againe,by this, all yaunting and boaſting of kinred is cutre 
off. Glory not,inthatthou hatt a-Gentleman to thy Father, 
glory not,chat thou haſt a —_— to thy brorher,but glory, 
that thou haſt the Lord to thy brother. He which called eL- 
brahans his father,tricd in hell, becauſe God was not his Fa- 
ther. If Marie might not be proud of ſuch a-ſonne as Chriſt, 
much lefſe may you bragge of any friend, or ſonne that you 
haue. | 

Againe,by this ye may knowe, whether you be kinne to 
Chriſt : as thoſe Prieſts were ſhut out of che Temple which 
could not count their genealogic from eFaron,ſo they ſhal 
be ſhutre our of heauen, that cannot reckon their pedegree 
from Chriſt.

Elias, why were you not ſo called from your birth?if uu 
be Elias at all, you are Elias aſwel at onetime as at another. 
Elizabeth could not chooſe but call her ſonne lob». Aary 
was warned,before ſhe was dcliuered,to call her fruit leſs: 
Your Angell ſpeakes to none but your felfe : Makes God 
prophets in ſuch ſecret ? The Holy ghoſt lighteth vpon 
Cirift, in the likeneſſe ofa Doue, that /#bx might ſee and 
beare witnes : Pas! was friken downe to the grownd inthe 
ſight of all his companions : a yoice came from heauen that 
the people heard,and leſus anſwered, this yoyce came not 
becauſe of me, but for your ſakes ; but ofthis Angell Imay 
ſay,he which intendeth cuill,hateth light, but ob» (aid,l am 
not Elias; he ſaid well, for Elias was taken vp into heauen, 
and nothing was propheſied to come againe,but one inthe 
ſpirite 
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ſpirit and power of Efas,(as | have proned before) and this 
was /obn,but he would not call himſclfe Ehas, nor fay hee 
came in the ſpirit & power of E/ias,though God had giuen 
him both his ſpirit and power. This was /#bns modeſty, to 
humble himſclfe,as Chrift aduanced him : ſo hee ſayd, Iam 
not a Prophet, and yethee was a Prophet,and more than a 
Prophet. Thou child(fſaith his father)ſhalt be called the pro- Luke r. 
pher of che higheſt.So lirtle /ob» reſpeRted the name of Eli- 
4:,0rof a prophet.Butare the prophets ofthe old teſtament, 
or the prophets of the new teſtament to be fulfilled in our 
daies?I thought the prophets had determined about Chriſt, 
and that Chriſt had propheſied of vs: thus S.Pawl taught the welr,rr, 
Hebrues before Elias came:hold faſt Elias, for if this be true; 
thy kingdome is but ſhort.Burt I come neerer vnto you,doe 
you belceue as S. /#br,as a prophet, or as an Apoftle? then 
youcanſhery me your faich by your workes : thoſe rokens 
faith Chriſt ſballfollow them chat beleeue : they ſhall caſt aterk,16, 
out diuels in my name, they ſhall ſpeake with tongues,they 
ſhall drive away ſerpents: ifthey drinke poyſon, it ſhall not 
hurt them,and they ſhall hcale the icke,by laying on their 
hands. If you cannotdoe all theſe, nor none of theſe, then I 
may belecue as well as E/ias, ſhall he that is full of the holy age r,15. 
Ghoſt be ynable to yeeld one token of faith? Hold faſt Elras, 
but whether you be a true prophet ora falſe, yer you ſhall 
haue power to caſt our diuels; for the falſe prophets ſhall 
come vnto me (faith Chriſt) & ſhall ſay,we haue calt out di- 42.722, 
uels in thy name. Bur if thou be but a pertifogger, and haue 
no cunning, but ſer a face of things, then take heed how you 
adiure theſe ſpirits.leſt they turne vpon you againe,and ſay, 
leſus Iknow,& Ehas Iknow,but who art thou? Truly Elias 
make a count of this, that whoſocuer thou ſcrueſt, the ſame 
ſhal pay to thee thy wages, Yetalirtle nearer to you:you ask 

our brother,asTreadin a piece of a letter vnder your name, 
if I be a falſe prophet, what falſe doctrine haue I raught ?in- ,,j, .& 
deed if you were the prophet of God, the holy Ghott ſhould 
ſpeake within you, and the ſpiric of truth ſhould leade you 
intoall trueth as itis written, And if you had the na of Lake r,. 
Joon, 
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Tobn,as Fohn bad of Elras,then you ſhould be full of the ho- 
ly Ghoſt from your mothers wombe. The Prophet of God 
cannot ſpeake butthatGod puts in his mouth; but you erre, 
and that againſt God,and againſt his wordzand yet you ask, 
what falſe doctrine haue I caught ? firſt you call your ſelfe 
Eltas,to which nowlT fay no more; but ſet you the enſam- 
ple of Chriſt, which you ſhould follow : 1fI beare witnes of 
my ſelfe,my witnes isnot true. You preſume further, that 
Chriſt deſcended into hell both in ſfoule and body : which 
is ſo abſurd, that neuer cither'proteſtant or heretike auou- 
ched :the Creede fayth plainly, his body was buried, and if 
in this article we doe not belecue truly, how ſay you that we 
are inthe true religio,which are not yet come to the know- 
ledge of our ſaluation ? you auouch Rifly that the Parriarks 
belles Chriſt remained in hell, where was no darknes, but 
light; I Rand not to refell abſurdities,) rather looke for your 
proofe, than you to expe my confuration: ſoine haue ſaid, 
in eAbrahams boſome, ſome in limbo patrum, ſome in hea- 
ucn,and ſome in hell; but ſhew meeScripture,orone Doc- 
tor, or true Profeſſor fince the world began, which cuer 
ſayd as Elias ſayth. Did the Angell tell you this? aske him 
when you talke with him againe, where this delicate hell is, 
and to what purpoſc it ſeruerh, ſince Chtift fetched his Pa- 
triarks forth of it: you ſay that Chriſt knew all things ſauing 
the. day of the reſurreftion, which will not Fand with his 
humanity,for ſo he knewnot all things; nor with his deity, 
for ſo he knew the day of reſurreCtion,and all things elſe.

Is it true Eliqs? this will 
goe hard onthy fide. You would beare men in hand, that 
neuer plague, nor death, nor earthquake, nor warres ſhall 
touch your country,fo long as you continue _— chem; 
this is more than euer was granted Chriſt : what ſhall wee 


thinke?they promiſe liberty,faith Petey,and they themſclues ;,, , 4.13, 


are bond ſeruants. Ah Lord God, (faith leremy ) behold the 
Prophets ſay vato them, yeſhall not ſce the ſword, neither 
ſhall famine come' ypon you, but I will give you afſured 
peace in this place, Then the Lord ſaid vnto him, they pro- 
pheſie lies in my name.
